Silence 

While on retreat I was immersed in silence. The Cistercian monastery was about an hour 
south of Tucson in the middle of a high mountain desert. It was such a quiet place, and the 
guests were asked to maintain silence on the grounds. 

However, one night a man asked me if it was okay if we spoke. He is a counselor in an 
evangelical church in Tucson, and he made an interesting comment. He said, “Do you know 
what the Catholics have that the evangelical church lacks? Silence! ” According to him, 
their services are filled with constant activity, music and talking. He said that their 
spirituality lacks silence. So he comes to the Cistercian monastery several times a year to be 
quiet. 

We live in a world of constant activity. Yet we need silence in order to listen to God. How 
will you carve out a space for quiet during Lent? 

In the morning I like to begin my prayer by simply being quiet for 15 minutes. It prepares 
my heart to listen to God. I also find it helpful to take a 20-30 minute daily walk which 
quiets my heart and re-focuses my life with God. These are little “desert escapes” which 
restore quiet in my life. 

In the stillness I often become aware of the movements in my heart - fear or anxiety, 
thoughts or emotions that I might not otherwise be aware of. Being quiet is essential to 
finding peace. But we often avoid the silence out of fear of what it might say to us. 

What are your Lenten resolutions? I urge you to set time aside for quiet. Listen to God’s 
voice in the SCRIPTURES and in DAILY PRAYER. You might read the daily readings 
for Mass and watch for a word or phrase that strikes you, then quietly repeat the word in your 
heart and speak to the Lord about the word. 

Or perhaps you could commit yourself to attending DAILY MASS once a week. Or you 
might stop by the Church for 15 minutes of prayer after work. I encourage you to bring your 
family to the STATIONS OF THE CROSS at 6 PM Fridays which will be followed by a 
Fish Fry. 

Maybe a Lenten resolution might be to memorize a psalm. Several years ago, I began to 
memorize my favorite psalms, like Psalm 46. It ends with a powerful invitation from God to 
find peace in the Lord’s almighty presence.
